1. Insert the following new sections:

Sec. 4. Section 79-490, Reissue Revised Statutes of
Nebraska, is amended to read:

79-490 Every (1) The county clerk shall keep in his or

her office a map of the school districts of the county, which map

shall be revised as often as the boundary lines or districts are

changed or new districts formed.

(2) Except as provided in subsection (3) of this section,

every change in district boundary 1lines shall be reported as
soon as made by the State Committee for the Reorganization of
School Districts to the county clerk, county assessor, and county
treasurer. The county clerk shall keep in his or her office a
map of +the school distriets of +the county, which map shall be
revised as often as the boundary lines or districts are changed
or new distriets formed- Upon receiving such report from the state
committee, the county treasurer shall adjust the tax list of the
county in accordance with the change of district boundaries so
that the uncollected taxes 1levied upon property that has been
transferred to another school district shall when collected be
placed to the credit of the district to which the property has been
transferred.

(3) The changes made to school district boundaries by
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section 40 of this act shall be reported by the Commissioner

of Education to the county clerk, county assessor, and county

treasurer of the affected county on the effective date of this

act. Upon receiving such report from the commissioner, the county

treasurer shall adijust the tax list of the county in accordance

with the change of district boundaries so that the uncollected

taxes levied upon property that has been transferred to another

school district shall when collected be placed to the credit of the

districts as provided in section 40 of this act.

Sec. 40. (1) On and after the effective date of this act,

the boundaries of the school districts located in a county that

has a contiguous border of at least five miles in the aggregate

with a city of the metropolitan class shall remain as depicted

immediately before the effective date of this act on the map kept

by the county clerk pursuant to section 79-490, except that all

territory bounded on the north by an east-west line extending east

from the intersection of Schramm Road and 60th Street, on the south

by the Platte River, on the west by 60th Street, and on the east

by the Nebraska-Iowa border, belonging to School District No. 46 of

Sarpy County, Nebraska, on the effective date of this act shall be

transferred on such date to School District No. 1 of Sarpy County.

(2) Beginning on the date of the transfer described in

subsection (1) of this section and ending five vyears after such

date, the taxes levied upon property transferred pursuant to such

subdivision shall when collected be placed to the credit of School

District No. 46 of Sarpy County. Beginning five years after the

date of such transfer, the taxes levied upon such property shall be
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placed to the credit of School District No. 1 of Sarpy County.

2. On page 69, line 14, after "and" insert ", except as

provided in section 40 of this act,".

3. Amend the repealer, renumber the remaining sections,

and correct internal references accordingly.
